Apartment, Completed 


Completion of the new 12-unit 
apartment house on the south- 
west corner of Solano and Evelyn 
Avenues Was announced today by 
Jerome Blank, Albany realtor and 
developer, 

Blank informed the Times that 
the building was financed and is 
owned by a new investment com, 
pany consisting of five local busi- 
ness and professional men, op- 
erating under the name of Eve- 
lyn Gardens, Limited, with Blank 
acting as the Manager and Gen- 


eral Partner of the firm. 

Following a detailed survey, 
the new group found that the Al- 
bany apartment house market 
was one of the most stable and 
desirable to be found in the East 
Bay, with the lowest vacancy fac- 
tor. This was proven when four 
apartments were leased before 
the building was completed, or 
offered for lease. 

The building has 10 spacious 
one bedroom apartments ranging 
from 615 to 720 square feet each, 
with one two bedroom and one 
three bedroom, two bath apart- 
ment, The most modern electric 
kitchens are featured, with indi- 
rect fluorescent lighting under 
cabinets in addition to normal 
overhead lighting.
